The trouble consists in making tb 


trust pay in case of total loss by fire 
tbe full amount for wbicb the prop 
erty destroyed was insured, and npou 
wLicb a premium had been paid. Th 
intent of tbe law is to secure aa nea 
as may be to tbe unfortunate property 
owner in the event of a complete log 
the full amount be bae paid ineurauc 
opou, thus removing one ot tb 
means through 
which nntotnnate 


have been beaten out of a portion o 
tbe money paid, as a preminm npo: 
tbe insurance of their property. 


When a full preminm is paid and re 


tained by tbe insurer compauy an 
only a portion of tbe money is pai 
for which the property was insure 
upon tbe theory that tbe property oa 
be replaced by the company for les 
than the amount of money covered b 
tbe preminm is in many cases mad 
rank injuttioee. Tbe injustice doe 
bot appear on tbe face of tbe policy 
tbat contains a provision aotborizin 
tbe insurer company to replace th 
property in case of a total toes. 


The injustice is outside of tbe polic 


when a given sum is offered, or a new 
structure is made an alternative 
wbicb alternative placet tbe insure: 
In the bands of tbe insurer to recelv 
tuch a structure as tbe trust see 
proper to provide for tbe sum of mone 
it has offered to pay for the propert 
destroyed. 


Tbe law is intended to abolish a sye 


tern of bulldozing practiced by tb 
insurance trust through its paid agent 
upon those wbo are so unfortunate a 
to lose their property by fire. Anothe 
of tbe rights reserved in policies isene 
by tbe insurance trust ia to appraia 
the property destroyed and then offer 
the sum of tbe appraisement to tbe 
unfortunate property owner, wbicb is 
a knife tbat always cutt tbe property 
owner, when cutting it made a part ot 
the game, at the t. ust never payt more 
than tbe tarn of the policy, which 
makes tbe right to appraise a weapon 
in tbe handa of tbe trust (hat never 
outs tbe bands tbat bold it. 


When an appraisement is made, if 


tbe appraised value la less than tbe 
euro of tbe policy, it is tendered to tbe 
policy bolder with the alternative, take 
it or refuse it, as it ii all the trust will 
pay, wbicb places the policy bolder u> 
a position to bring a la»-»uit or take 
tbe sum offered. The appraisement 
makes a case wbicb the trust brings 
into court with its money and trust 
power to sustain it against a policy 
bolder whose all has in all probability 
been destroyed by fire. 


Tbe annoyance of expert adjusters 


in tbe employ of tbe insurance trust 
are brought against people who have 
no txperiecce in tbe Insurance busi- 
ness, and a law-suit, or the sum tli 
trait it willing to pay, is a choice 
given to tbe policy holder for tbe 
premium be bat paid. Tbe law was 
passed to protect tbe people agniiist 
Insurance caimorants who devour be- 
fore and after a fire by feeding upon 
tbe unfortunate policy holder. 


It it a doty of an insurance agent to 


know about values of property be is 
iotnring, and if be ia careful there is 
BO need for provisions of tbe cbaraoter 
mentioned in an insurance policy, bat 
tbe insurer trutt profits by these pro- 
visions, and they are provided for it* 
benefit to help swell profits made 
known through dividends.
